‘Trigger of War’ 

‘Why should he?"’ said the Mid- 
eastern representative. ‘‘Appar- 
ently Mr. Kennedy properly put 
down Berlin as a firm ‘trigger of 
war.’ But, even here, if it comes 
to that, Mr. Khrushchev could 
leave it to a Soviet-recognized 
East Germany to fight at least 
the beginning of a war into which, 
finally, the ultimate weapons 
would be introduced.

This estimate of a Mideasterner 
is, unhappily, an accurate one 
until, and unless, history itself 
makes one of its own zigs or zags.

Khrushchev knew the United 
States would not go to war about 
Laos. He knew he wouldn’t be- 
cause the Laotians and Vietnam 
guerrillas, using Russian guns 
and supplies, were doing the job. 


In addition, the Red Chinese 
are pledged to intervene in force 
in Laos if foreign troops are sent 
there. They undoubtedly will ex- 
pand this to include any adjacent 
region. Mr. K. can keep right 
on rocking.

WASHINGTON—Sen Richard B. 
Russell, Sen. Herman E. Tal- 
madge and Rep. Robert G. Ste- 
phens Jr., introduced in Congress 
Tuesday legislation authorizing 
construction of two big new dams 
on the Savannah River. 


The bills, identical in both 
houses of Congress, would author- 
ize dams at Carters Island and 
Goat Island, both near Elberton, 
at an estimated total cost of $80,- 
740,000.

However, the bills would give 
the Secretary of the Army and 
the Chief of Army Engineers dis- 
cretion to construct one big dam 
near Trotters Shoals in iieu of 
the two projects at Carters Is- 
land and Goat Island. 


All three sites are between the 
Hartwell Dam, now nearing com- 
pletion, and the Clark Hill Dam 
near Augusta. 


The Carters Island and Goat 
Island projects, both controversial, 
were recommended in 1959 by the 
Army Corps of Engineers, South 
Atlantic division, to complete 
comprehensive development of the 
Savannah River Basin. 


OPPOSITION AROSE 


Controversy developed when 
South Carolina officials and some 
private power advocates in Geor- 
gia opposed any further federal 
dam projects on the river. One 
reason back of this opposition was 
the intention of the South Caro- 
lina-based Duke Power Co. to 
build a dam and a steam gener- 
ating plant on the river in the 
same vicinity. 


Later, in March of 1960 the U.S. 
Board of Engineers recommended 
that one large hydroelectric dam

A Shocked Britain 
Plugs Spy Leaks 


LONDON (UPI)—Britain, jolted by two major spy 
cases within the last few months, has launched an inten- 
sive high-level investigation aimed at plugging security 
leaks to the Soviet Union, Prime Minister Harold 
Macmillan announced Tuesday.

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Let Public Housing 
Go in Renewal Area 


We are glad the Atlanta Chamber of 
Commerce is supporting the idea of put- 
ting some public housing in an urban re- 
newal area. 


There will be opposition, but probably 
not as much as would have been predicted 
only a few years ago. 

Original opposition to public housing 
in renewal areas was based on a fear 
that all renewal was going to be an as- 
sault on private residential development. 
It not only has not been that, it has 
shown signs recently of being a great 
boon to the apartment building business. 


There may be other, minor objections 
to building public housing in renewal 
areas. In light of what the Atlanta Hous- 
ing Authority has run into in trying to 
find relocation public housing for persons 
displaced from renewal areas, these ob- 
jections must be discarded. 


Unless Atlanta finds a place for re- 
locating people displaced by slum clear- 
ance and expressway construction, there 
isn’t going to be any slum clearance. The 
federal government insists on relocation 
and at Egleston and Poole Creek we saw 
how easy it is for neighborhood pres- 
sure to keep relocation plans stalled. 


The housing bill that passed the Sen- 
ate this week could be the best piece of 
legislation cities ever got. Atlanta can’t 
take advantage of any of the proposals 
for urban progress in that legislation if 
it doesn’t find a way to relocate people 
displaced by the destruction of slums.

Stand on Angola @ 
A Mistake for U.S. q 


WASHINGTON—For the second time in a 
few months, the Kennedy administration has 
evaluated the policy which engages it in a popu- P 
larity contest with the Soviet Union in Asia and Africa as amoun 
and therefore required this government to vote for two fundamentally 
defective motions in the United Nations. 

The avowed purpose of both 
texts was the excellent one of 
“ameliorating the disabilities of 
the African. people of Angola” 
under Portuguese colonial rule 
and advancing them to inde- 
pendence. But the principle em- 
bodied in the first resolution was 
totally irresponsible and an incite- 
ment of more violence. And the 
second resolution was a form of 
lynch law. 


In each instance the adminis- 
tration had two choices. One was 
to support a substitute resolution 
in which the asserted excellent 
purpose of the original was pre- 
served and the grave defects 
eliminated, and then abstain from 
voting if the substitute was re- 
jected. The other was to try pri- 
vately to make the original text 

le, and, if unsuccessful, 
to vote for it. 

Great Britain and France ab- 
stained on both resolutions in 
these circumstances, and their act 
was not misunderstood as inim- 
ical to the proclaimed benevo- 
lent purpose of the sponsors. But 
the Kennedy administration not 
only ventured no floor substitute 
in which the serious defects of the 
originals were stricken, It voted 
affirmatively for both in the fear 
that to do less would be distorted 
as “‘pro-colonialism’’ by Soviet 
Russia, damaging to us in the 
U.N. Afro-Asian popularity con- 
test between the two nations. 

By its vote for the first resolu- 
tion, last March, this govern- 
ment committed itself to the fol- 


dependence and freedom.’’ This, 
despite the appalling illustration 
the Belgian Congo has been fur- 
nishing of sudden independence 
without preparation for it. 

By its vote on the second reso- 
lution, last week, this government 
re-endorsed the policy, found

Non-violence, the philosophical seed which reaped the wild wind 
of the Alabama ‘‘freedom rides,” is as controversial as the turbulent 
bus journeys themselves. 


Its advocates themselves admit they are willing 
to break “unjust” laws, to suffer physical assault 
and jail terms. . 

With only a slight twist of emphasis, this 
credo to critics amounts to “deliberately inciting 
riots.” 

The reader ultimately must make up his own 
mind about that, of course. It is a moral judgment. 

But making a decision requires information, and 
the philosophy of non-violence, as enunciated by the 
Rev. Martin Luther King Jr. and others, is little 
known and less understood. 

; oe Non-violence is the newest and probably the 
RE r most controversial force in race relations today. 
Although it flows from the mainstream of Negro protest move- 
ments of the past, non-violence is a new approach. 


Non-violent demonstrations—whether they be lunchcounter sit-ins, 
theater stand-ins, wade-ins or ‘freedom rides’’—are not designed pri- 
marily to lay the groundwork for legal attacks on segregation. 

> + «* 

The NAACP and like organizations have made use of test cases 
with considerable success for many years. One man might break a 
law—say ride up front on a segregated bus—be jailed, post bond and 
appeal his case until the segregation law was invalidated. 

But the younger generation of Negroes has been growing increas- 
ingly impatient with the pace of court action, which some times takes 


Non-violence provides direct action. Demonstrators in massive 
numbers do all they can to call attention to what they consider the in- 
justices of segregation. They picket, they boycott and when they con- 
sider it necessary, break segregation laws. 

Only incidentally do sit-in arrests lead to appeals through the 
courts. For the most part, demonstrators say they are willing to go 
to jail and remain without bail to dramatize their fight. 

Significantly, lunchcounters in more than 100 Southern cities (127, 
according to the U.S. Department of Justice) have been desegregated 
since sit-ins began a little over a year ago. 

The Southern Regional Council in a recent report notes that 
“‘without exception, settlements of lunchcounter and other issues have 
been without compulsion of court order. . . .” 

The sit-ins were not without violence here and there, however, and 


the ‘“‘freedom rides’? turned out to be the bloodiest demonstrations 
of all. 

The violence has led to charges that non-violent demonstrations 
are provocative, disruptive of the peace and even anarchistic. ‘The 
animosities are particularly strong in connection with the ‘freedom 
rides,”” on which the demonstrators were not local citizens but out- 
siders who did not necessarily even want to use the service regu- 


larly.) 


What do King and other prophets of non-violence say to these 
charges? 

What, for instance, of the Times’ contention that ‘non-violence that 
deliberately provokes violence is a logical contradiction?”’ 


King readily concedes that non-violence is not ‘‘passive’’ resistance. 
Resisters actively break segregation laws and are passive only in 
that they do not return vivlence. 

“‘Unearned suffering is redemptive,’ King has written. He recalls 
that Gandhi wrote: ‘‘Things of fundamental importance to people are 
not secured by reason alone, but have to be purchased with their 
suffering.”” Redemption through suffering is a theme central to the 
Christian theology. 

Non-violence, King contends, ‘“‘does not seek to defeat or humiliate 
the opponent, but to win his friendship and understanding. . . (it) is 
directed against forces of evil rather than against persons who happen 
to be doing evil.’ 

* «* ~ 

A pamphlet published by King’s Southern Christian Leadership 
Conference frankly admits to charge that non-violence leads to civil 
disobedience. The pamphlet contends that civil disobedience is di- 
rected only at “‘unjust and immoral laws... . 

“ . . an unjust law,”’ it continues, “is one in which the minority 
is compelled to observe a code which is not binding on the majority.” 

Southern critics of the Supreme Court, however, have been using 


a minority (the white South). 

The SCLC pamphlet argues that ‘“‘the end result of (racists’) 
defiance is anarchy and disrespect for the law.” | 

But do not sit-ins and “freedom rides’’ also evidence anarchy 
and disrespect for the law? 

To this the SCLC replies that non-violent demonstrators are 


showing the “highest respect for the law” because they are willing 
to go to jail. Their opponents, the pamphlet argues, wish to evade 
the law and escape jail.

Garbage, trash and good clean 
junk were prime items Tuesday 
at the first June meeting of the 
DeKalb County Commission. 


Some 60 residents around the 
Shallowford Road area appeared 
before the commission Tuesday 
complaining about a land fill 
which they said was causing a 
big stink in their area. 

99 DAYS TO CLOSE OUT 

The commission, after a plea 
to the complainers from C. 0. 
Emmerich to vote for the pro- 
posed $20 million bond issue 
(which includes a central inciner- 
ator) took the matter up and voted 
to give the contractor 90 days to 
clean up the area and close it 
out as a land-fill area. They also 
agreed that daily inspection, to 
see that the garbage and trash 
were covered properly, should be 
made. 


Marvin Lloyd, who lives near 
the land-fill, said the area had 
drawn flies, rats and foxes. Lloyd 
said two foxes were killed last 
week scrounging for food there. 


OTHER SPEAKERS 

Others who spoke included Mrs. 
W. H. Blackstone, who said the 
area was covered with ‘“‘buzzing 
green flies,” and Father James 
Harrison, principal of St. Pius 
High School who, recalling that 
there is an ordinance prohibitng 
the sale of whisky near schools, 
said, “I much prefer the smell 
of whisky to that of garbage.” 


The commissioners also agreed 
to let private persons and firms 
dump garbage on county areas 
during regular working hours for 
a nominal fee per truckload. This 
was done, they said, to prevent 
indiscriminate dumping in many 
residential and near-residential 
areas in the county. 

Announcement of the appoint- 
ment of Clarence N. Crocker as 
drainage engineer was also made 
at the meeting.

SOUGHT CIGARETTES

slaying took shape when York and 
Latham ran out of cigarettes about 
1 a. m. on May 30 and drove until 
they located an open service sta- 
tion at Blanding and Wilson Blvds. 


A 1959 Chevrolet Impala was 
parked at the station. In it were 
two women — Mrs. Ottavio and 
Mrs. Hewitt. Latham and York 
said they approached the women 
and were told they were waiting 
for ‘‘some one.”

Cudd notified Cravey that he 
would ‘“‘voluntarily accept  sus- 
pension of its (‘the company’s) 
operation in the State of Georgia.”’ 


In the wire Cudd added, ‘‘When 
complete and accurate informa- 
tion concerning the status of this 
company becomes available, upon 
the completion of the current 
periodic insurance examination, 
we will contact your department 
concerning the possibility of fu- 
ture operations.” 


Cravey said that insurance 
agents are supposed to cover 
their clients with a blanket policy 
immediately and later write other 


policies for persons carrying in- 
surance with National Fidelity. 


The firm has been ordered to 
appear in a hearing July 11 in 
Columbia, S. C., to determine 
whether the company’s operations 
will be halted permanently. 


Some $236,000 worth of Georgia 
insurance business was written 
by the firm last year, while losses 
amounted to $96,000. However, 
Cravey said the company appar- 
ently had had loss ratios in Flor- 
ida and Alabama.

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‘Talking to Yourself? 
No Cause to Worry 


By JOSEPH G. MOLNER, M.D. | 


Dear Dr. Molner: Alone, I 
often carry on long conversa- 
tions with myself. 


I would call it “thinking out 
loud,” discussing things I want 
to discuss with my husband 
when he comes home. 


As far as I can remember, I 
have always done this. As 
small child I had asthma which 
kept me indoors and alone a 
lot. Could this hate contributed 
in any way? Is this just a bad 
habit, or ig there something 
really mentally wrong?—G. P. 


Sometimes I think this modern 
age of sclence makes people wor- 
ry too much about minor things. 

Not that I'd halt, even if I 
could, the steady increase in 
knowledge, tests, medicines, op- 
erations and so on. 


But new facts about the 
human mind and body are being 
collected at such a rate these days 
we are left breathless. Or they 
leave me so, anyway. 


Today a laboratory can take a 
bit of fingernail and analyze it. 
Or we can measure the electrical 
impulses of the heart (electro- 
cardiogram) or of the brain (elec- 
tro-encephalogram) or count the 
red, or white, or other particles 
in the blood and find out things 
about a person’s health. 


But there are other things that 
may not. be ‘‘average,” yet are 
Yot danger signals. It takes a heap 
of reading and listening to get any 
idea of which things are important 
and which are not. 


This business of talking to one- 
self, when alone, isn’t ‘‘average,”’ 
perhaps, but it isn’t unique.

A native of Brooklyn, N-Y.., 
Scarbeck attended the College of 
the City of New York and New 
York University from 1936 to 1939. 
He did not receive any degrees. 


He has been married twice. His 
first wife was Doris L. Whaley 
of Lynnbrook, N.Y. They were 
married in 1941 and had one 
daughter, now 15. The marriage 
was annulled in 1949. 


In 1952, Scarbeck married

Millions in Scorching Heat 
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taken against dangers that might 
lurk in blacked out city streets. 


Special police and civil defense 
squads took up positions in the 
stricken area, lest lack of street 
lighting lure mischief makers and 
criminals abroad in the dark. 
Fifty floodlights were ‘rushed to 
strategic intersections. 


Over the police teletype to af- 
fected precincts clattered the fol- 
lowing order: 


“Patrol forces shall advise all 
persons within their areas to re- 
main indoors. Persons entering 
the area shall be dissuaded from 
doing so unless absolutely neces- 
sary. Storekeepers, where possi- 
ble, shall be advised to remove 
valuables from store windows.” 


When the power failed at 5:03 
p.m., the temperature was still 
steaming after hitting an after- 
noon high of 96. 


Weather conditions were an al- 
most exact duplicate of Aug. 17, 
1959, when more than 500 square 
blocks on either side of Central 
Park were blacked out by -the 
worst power failure in the city’s 
history. ) 


In both cases there was little 
actual damage, but vast human 
inconvenience, 


Underground cables burned out 
beneath pressure of the heat two 
years ago. This time, Consolidated 
Edison, the city’s power supplier, 
blamed a breakdown in electrical 
equipment in a West 65th Street 
substation. A spokesman said: 


“It would definitely appear that 


the warm weather and high use 
of cooling did not have 
anything to do with this failure.”

SAN FRANCISCO (UPI)—An 
explosion in a substation Tuesday 
knocked out electric service to 
most of downtown San Francisco 
for 28 minutes and injured one 
workman. 


A Pacific Gas and Electric 
spokesman said the injured man 
had been working on a 12,000- 
volt unit of the substation when 
something went wrong, possibly 
a short circuit. 


The workman, Leo Hess, 41, 
suffered burns and shock. 

Power was knocked out from 
the waterfront to Franklin Street, 
starting at 4:22 p.m. (6:22 p.m. 
EST). Traffic was tangled at 
the start of the evening rush- 


hour as street signals failed. 


and Plaza uptown on Central 
Park. 


Hospitals, including the famed 
Memorial Cancer Center, pressed 
emergency generators into service 
for incubators, refrigerators, lab- 
oratory equipment, lights, eleva- 
tors and the like. 


The IND subway, the city’s 
newest and fastest, was knocked 
out for over an hour above 42nd 
Street. Tens of thousands of its 
rush-hour passengers to Queens 
were stranded, many of them in 
tunnels beneath the East River. 
The third rails stayed on, supplied 
by direct current, and the 
stranded travelers had lights and 
fans. 


When the IND resumed service, 
the trains crawled along at 5 
m.p.h. in the face of the relatively 
clumsy hand signal system. The 
IRT and BMT subway systems 
reported no interruptions, but 
their trains, too, were slowed by 
signal failures. 


Above ground, traffic lights 
failed and motorists were snarled 
in bumper-to-bumper traffic jams. 


Railroad commuters were not 
affected — once they were able 
to make their way to Grand Cen- 
tral and Pennsylvania stations. 


The irregularity of the black- 
out pattern played strange tricks. 


Rockefeller Center, where 44,- 
000 persons stream in and out of 
work every day, was not affected 
— except for the 33-story Esso 
Building on 5ist Street, its north- 
ernmost unit. Special security 
employes stalked the building on 
the alert against fire, since the 
alarm service was knocked out.

(244 yards of each color). 


To Trim: Cut 13 strips of rick- 
rack in one color, measuring off 
7 points for length. Cut 12 strips 
in the second color, same 
length. To make each flower, 
take a strip of rickrack and 
join ends to form 6 points on 
one side of rickrack. With a 
needle and thread, stitch in and 
out at each point along full 
length of strip. Pull thread, 
drawing points to the center. 
Shape petals and secure center 
with hand tacking. Do this with 
all of the 25 strips. Pin flowers 
to hat evenly-spaced, alter- 
nating colors. Hand tack each in 
place.

The 28-page report said apart- 
ments have no adverse effect on 
property and home values if they 
are made easily accessible to 
major streets, if they are in an 
area where community facilities— 
such as schools—have unused ca- 
pacity or expandable capacity, 
and if they are developed accord- 
ing to an over-all plan which pro- 
vides attractive landscaping, con- 
trol over apartment unit density 
and suitable buffers between the 
apartments and high and medium- 
value, single-family homes. 


Interviews with DeKalb real 
estate agents, mortgage bankers 
and property assessors, the re- 
port said, showed that a decline 
in property values occurred when 
the apartments faced, overlooked 
or backed up to middle-, or high- 
value, one-owner homes, but there 
was no effect when apartments 
were placed in spots where the 
home value had depreciated below 
the land value, and little to no 
effect on properties at least a 
block away from the apartment 
developments. 


USUALLY YOUNG 


That apartments tend to bring 
in “undesirable” and “unstable” 
elements into an area is just not 
so, said the report. Instead, it 
said, apartment dwellers tend to 
be young, highly trained, well- 
educated people with high poten- 
tial, or quiet, elderly people. 


In addition, the report said it 
found that compared with single- 
family homes, apartments tend 
to pay more taxes per developed 
area and cost less to provide 
services for. 


The report also recommended 
that apartments have plenty of 
space which can be used for rec- 
reation, parking and attractive 
landscaping, that apartment units 
be kept to about 10 or 15 an 
acre; that they be kept away 
from noisy, dirty industry and 
commercial districts, and that 
apartment values match or exceed 
values existing in the established 
neighborhood.

Castro’s regime immediately if 
it is to regain the support of 
Latin America, Sergio Rojas San- 
tamarina, former Castro revolu- 
tionary leader, said in a speech 
to 500 Lockheed executives Tues- 
day night at the Progressive Club.

The Pal Joey Story 


The first Little Leaguer to reach the majors has 
finally achieved maturity as a Big Leaguer. From the 
moment that he started wowing observers as a Little 
League phenom in Connecticut, Joey Jay was heralded 
as a pitcher with unlimited potential. 


Milwaukee officials stamped the ‘‘Can’t Miss’ label on Pal Joey 
when they handed him a bonus in 1953. He was wearing a Mil- 


major leaguer. 


Milwaukee brass presumably de- 
cided that Jay never would realize his 
vast potential. Otherwise, he would not 
have been included in the deal with 
Cincinnati for shortstop Roy McMillan,

Though he had won only three games in three previous seasons 
in the Milwaukee chain, Jay had become an economy- size legend. 
He was the most cussed and discussed youngster in the organiza- . 
tion. 


—King Drew an Ace the First Start 


In two campaigns with the Braves, then required by bonus 
rules, Jay lounged around the bench and the bullpen. He pitched 


only 28 innings and compiled a 2-0 record: However, the reports 


from upstairs were unfavorable. Former and future Braves then | 


with the Crackers said that Jay did not associate running with 
baseball. He did no more legwork than the manager commanded, 
so they said, and was no student of the game. 


At any rate, assorted scouts and players had briefed Manager 
King on pitcher Jay. When Pal Joey joined the Crackers in 
Memphis, King promptly interviewed his new hurler. He told him 
all the things he had heard. He hoped they were not true. He 
informed Jay that he would be judged on future, not past per- 
formance. 


King wasted no time in getting a look at Jay. He started 
him against Memphis shortly after Joey checked into town. In 
a hostile mood and eager to discredit his critics, Jay demon- 
strated to King that he possessed unlimited potential. 


Leadoff batter Bud Peterson singled, and that was the first 
and last hit Pal Joey surrendered in his Atlanta debut. Jay quickly 
became a popular figure at Poncey. He struck out 42 batters in 40 
innings and won three straight victories. 


—A Short Hot Summer Afternoon 


On a torrid Sunday afternoon King nominated Jay to hurl at 
Poncey. If memory serves, Nashville was the foe. At any rate, Jay 
remarked in the dugout that it was too hot to suit old Joey. He 
was bombed for five runs in the very first round, climaxed the 
performance by wrangling with front-row fans unimpressed by his 
lackadaisical efforts. 


Down in the dugout, King was burning. Up in the front office, 
Earl Mann was furious. Ironically, Jay already had been recalled 
by Wichita, but did not know it when he took the mound. 


Jay soon joined the disenchanted. He did not want a return 
ticket to Wichita. He said he liked Atlanta and desired to 
pitch for ex-pitcher King. But Milwaukee demanded that Jay 
report, and so he reluctantly packed and departed. He later 
pitched a temper tantrum in a Wichita game, hurling his glove 
into the air, etc. 


But you can’t give up on a guy with unlimited potential, and 
Joey Jay was indeed a gifted young man. They beamed in Mil- 
waukee the following season when Jay won 17 games in Wichita. 
They figured he was making a belated start toward greatness. 


However, the detour sign was still posted. Pitching for an out- 
fit never lower than third, Jay logged a mediocre 23-24 record 
over a three-year span in Milwaukee. 


Cincinnati Manager Fred Hutchinson predicted in the spring 
that Jay would be a winning pitcher for the Reds this summer. But 
Pal Joey lost his first three starts. Now, cashing in his unlimited 
potential, Jay has won seven straight.
